The reason concerns that mail addressed to me at my above- 
referenced P.O. Box 621, from the USPTO, bearing my name as addressee, is being repeatedly 
tampered and rifled, prior to its emergence in my P.O. box for my receipt. The mail, including 
your mailing to me of my PTOL-85 package (bearing your mailing date of 2/27/07), is delivered 
into my box 10 to 14 days after being sent, and is found already opened. Scrutiny of the contents 
shows that the original documents contained at your point of mailing have been stolen from the 
envelope, and that photocopies of some of your implied mailing components are in their place. 

This is a serious matter, as you undoubtedly would agree, as no one other than myself is 
authorized or permitted to obtain, take, open, copy or hold the Federally-protected, confidential, 
USPTO mail being addressed, intended and sent to me alone. I am concerned the mail thief(ves), 
may be attempting, or have attempted, to utilize these stolen documents to perpetrate further 
criminal acts against me. The United States Postal Service (USPS) takes this matter seriously.
